Two new events are coming to 
Waltham Forest which will help 
you reduce food waste 


If you want to reduce the amount 
of food you throw away, but don’t 
know where to start, you’ll be 
pleased to hear about two new 
events that are aiming to cut 
food wastage in Waltham Forest. 

An El 7 Disco Soup event will take 
place in Walthamstow on Sunday 
30 April, and residents are invited to 
join the party and ‘chop and bop’ to 
the funky disco beat. 

Organised by the Waltham Forest 
Food Rescuers volunteer group, the 
free family event will celebrate the 
launch of the Local People’s Food 
Forum, and will see delicious dishes 
being created using surplus food 
that would otherwise go to waste. 
There will also be free workshops 
for adults and children. El 7 Disco 
Soup takes place at Wood Street 
Scout Hut (205a Wood Street, El 7 
3NU) from 2pm to 6pm. 

In addition to this, the Waltham 
Forest Food Rescuers will also be 
holding a pop-up ‘1 Op an item’ food 
stall on Walthamstow Market every 
Saturday during May. Shoppers will 
be able to pick up a selection of 
long-life food items which are near 
or past their ‘best before’ date, 
for a fraction of their usual price. 


You can also talk to the volunteers 
about how you can get involved in 
rescuing more food in the borough. 

Both events are being held as 
part of the Best, Before, Still Good 
After campaign, which is organised 
by the Best Before Project and 
supported by the Council. 

Organiser Poppy Flint told 
Waltham Forest News: “Food which 
has passed it’s ‘best before’ date 
should still be perfectly good to 
eat, and it’s a tragedy that so much 
food is wasted unnecessarily. This is 
different to food which has passed 
its ‘use by’ date, which means it will 
no longer be safe to eat. 

“Our aim is to encourage shops 
to continue selling food which has 
passed it’s ‘best before’ date at 
a reduced cost, or donate it for 
redistribution.”

European Passport Return Service 


■ European passport checking service 
launches in three Library Plus 
branches 

■ Service is for those applying 
for permanent residence or a 
registration certificate in the UK 


Residents originally from the 
European Economic Area (EEA) 
and Swiss nationals applying 
for permanent residence or a 
registration certificate in the UK 
can use a new drop-in passport 
checking service operating in 
three of the borough’s Library 
Plus branches and at the 
Register Office. 

The European Passport Return 
Service (EPRS) is only available 
to those who have already 
applied online for their registration 
certificate or document carrying 
permanent residence via the 


government website. You must 
have your documents checked 
within five days of completing your 
application online. 

Council staff will take a copy 
of your passport, certify it with 
a special stamp and check your 
documents, before sending them to 
the Home Office to process. 

The benefit of this is that you 
can keep your passport while your 
application is being processed, 
meaning you can still travel. 

The drop-in service is available 
Monday to Friday, 9am to 2.30pm 
at Leyton Library Plus (High Road, 
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People applying for permanent UK residence can have their documents 
checked at three of the borough’s Library Plus branches or the Register Office 
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El 0 5QH), at Leytonstone Library 
Plus (Church Lane, El 1 1HG), and 
at Walthamstow Library Plus (High 
Street, El 7 7JN). You can also drop 
into the Register Office (106 Grove 


Road, El 7 9BY) Monday to Friday, 
9am to 12noon. 

The EPRS checking service will 
launch at Chingford Library Plus 
(The Green, E4 7EN) from mid-May.

Walthamstow 

gyratory 

Work is progressing well on plans to 
improve Walthamstow Town Centre. The 
Council is working closely with Transport 
for London to transform the ‘Walthamstow 
Gyratory’ area on Hoe Street and Selborne 
Road around Walthamstow Central tube 
station. Works have been taking place to 
install a new bridge over the railway line. 
This will make it easier to move between 
Walthamstow Central station and the bus 
station, creating a simpler road layout 
for all and making it easier to get around 
the town centre. There will also be an 
improved bus station with better positioned 
stops, new pedestrian crossings and more 
cycle parking. Works recently completed 
include the installation of new foundations 
and concrete beams, and concrete has 
been poured to create the new bridge 
deck. In the upcoming weeks, the new 
bridge deck will be waterproofed and 
surfaced, the existing parapet walls will be 
demolished and replaced and preparations 
begin for the next stage of construction. 
Keep up to date with the latest information 
by visiting the Council website. There’s 
even a web cam for you to take a bird's 
eye view of construction.

Prevent 

support 

Parents who are worried about their 
children being groomed online, or who 
fear they could be at risk of radicalisation, 
are being encouraged to sign up for a 13 
week course that offer practical advice. 
This has been commissioned by the 
Prevent programme. The ‘Strengthening 
Families, Strengthening Communities’ 
course is a national, inclusive, evidence- 
based parenting programme. Workshops 
provide advice for parents to help 
them feel better equipped to keep their 
children safe. The programme helps 
parents to identify positive and negative 
behaviours, and develop strategies for 
change within the family setting. Parents 
will have the skills to manage conflict 
and vulnerability better, and provide a 
supportive environment within the home. 
Work carried out by Waltham Forest 
Council to support the Prevent programme 
aims to stop people from supporting 
terrorism or becoming terrorists - whether 
extreme right wing, Al Qaeda or Daesh 
inspired Islamic fundamentalism, or 
other violent extremist ideologies. This 
includes teaching school students about 
topics such as critical thinking, online 
awareness, British values, and the 
dangers of extremism and radicalisation.

Better housing for the benefit of all 

Waltham Forest Council has four key priorities to help improve the lives of everyone who 
lives and works in the borough. In this edition we look at what is being done to support 
affordable housing and improve standards in privately rented properties 



Making sure everyone is 
able to live in good quality 
accommodation is a key aim for 
the Council, whether you live in 
privately rented accommodation, 
rent a council home or are 
looking to, or already own your 
own property. The Council is 
investing in new affordable 
housing across Waltham Forest, 
and is also working hard to raise 
property standards for those 
who rent homes in the borough. 

Home-building 

programme 

This month, the first properties 
were completed as part of a major 
Council home-building programme 
in Waltham Forest. Over 200 new 
homes are being built as part of the 
programme, the majority of which 
are being developed on former 
rundown garage sites owned by the 
Council. 

All of the homes being delivered 
as part of the programme will be 
made available for social rent, 
under the ownership of the Council. 
The properties will be a mixture of 


houses and flats, and will all be built 
to high sustainability standards. The 
first two properties to be completed 
are on St Leonards Avenue in 
Flighams Park. Two three-bedroom 
houses have been provided here on 
a former garage site. 

Cllr Khevyn Limbajee, Cabinet 
Member for Housing, said: “I am 
absolutely delighted that the first 
properties have been completed as 
part of our major Council home- 
building programme. It is superb 
that these new homes are going 
to be let to families who have been 
living in overcrowded flats. 

“We know that the availability 
of affordable housing is a major 
concern for our residents, and our 
Council house building programme 
is making a difference to increase 
that supply. These new homes will 
be available for social rent, under 
the management of the Council. 

The official handover of these first 
new homes shows the Council’s 
innovative programme of building 
on disused garage sites is making a 
real difference.” 

The development of these homes 


is being delivered under several 
separate contracts, with delivery 
being phased over the next few 
years. 

Funding for heat 
network 

It was also announced earlier 
this month that Waltham Forest will 
be receiving around £1 million in 
funding to extend the low-carbon 
de-centralised heat network on 
Marlowe Road and Wood Street 
South in Walthamstow. 

The current regeneration of 
the Marlowe Road estate in 
Walthamstow gives the Council the 
opportunity to extend the existing 
decentralised energy network in the 
area, and develop a wider network 
beyond the estate which supports 
its aspirations for developing new 
energy networks and supporting 
infrastructure. 

The Mayor of London has set 
a planning policy target for 25 
per cent of London’s heating to 
be provided locally from lower 
carbon sources by 2025, through 
decentralised heating networks. 


These are a more efficient method 
of providing heating, with reduced 
carbon and air quality emissions. 

Waltham Forest is one of nine 
parts of the country chosen to 
receive funding from the pilot phase 
of the Heat Network Investment 
Project (HNIP), which is being run by 
the Department of Business, Energy 
and Industrial Strategy (BEIS). 

Tackling rogue landlords 

Since April 2015, the Council 
has operated a private rented 
property licensing scheme (PRPL), 
which requires landlords to have a 
separate licence for each property 
they rent privately in the borough. 

In the space of two years the 
Council has issued more than 
20,000 property licences, and has 
been proactively enforcing the 
scheme through a series of action 
days. 

Since February 2016, 60 private 
landlords have been prosecuted for 
licensing related offences, resulting 
in fines and court costs of around 
£200,000 for rogue landlords. 

The Council has also carried out 


around 26,000 property visits to 
check proper standards are being 
maintained. 

Local authorities have the power 
to issue civil financial penalties 
of up to £30,000 for a range of 
housing offences, as an alternative 
to prosecution. The new powers, 
which were set out in the Housing 
and Planning Act 2016, also allow 
councils to seek a Banning Order 
preventing a person from being a 
landlord, engaging in letting agency 
work, and/or property management 
work. 

Cllr Limbajee said: “I welcome the 
introduction of these new powers, 
as it will allow us to continue the 
work we are already doing to tackle 
rogue landlords, reduce anti-social 
behaviour and drive up standards 
for tenants in the private rented 
sector.”

Residents tell Waltham Forest News what they think about the Council’s efforts to improve 
housing for everyone living in Waltham Forest 



“We’re happy with recent 
housing improvements, 
particularly the clamping 
down on rogue landlords. 
We’ve lived in the borough for 
many years and have noticed 
that the dumping and littering 
is from people who live 
outside Waltham Forest, so 
we’d like more enforcement. 
We’d also like to see more 
affordable housing for young 
people, well maintained public 
toilets, cleaner public areas 
and better public transport so 
that people don’t have to rely 
on their cars so much.” 


“My home is privately 
owned and we’re currently 
remodelling to accommodate 
our little one. We moved 
from Hackney as we liked 
Walthamstow and the variety 
of properties available. I like 
my area because of the lovely 
parks, particularly Lloyd Park 
which has great facilities 
and activities for young 
children. I would like to see 
an improvement with public 
transport, as it can get quite 
noisy for local residents after 
work hours.” 


“Housing is far too expensive. 
And the over-use of the term 
affordable housing from the 
government; without stating 
an actual figure on what’s 
affordable and for whom, 
is frustrating. I’d like to see 
more starter homes for 
young people that actually 
assist with getting them on 
the housing ladder. Quality 
housing should be a key 
priority for the Council as that 
will improve the quality of life 
for local residents.” 


“I am really happy with the 
housing in my area as my 
road has recently been closed 
off, so there’s less traffic and 
noise. I can now enjoy the 
lovely flower bed that has 
been put in place. I’d like to 
see more free events such as 
gardening classes and arts 
and crafts as well as more 
efforts to tackle fly-tipping.” 


“Rent is very expensive in 
London and the cost of living 
continues to increase every 
year. I live in a Council home 
and I’d like to see a stop to 
the increase in Council Tax. 

I’d also like to see better 
policing in public areas so that 
residents can feel safe going 
home late at night.”

Dog owner prosecuted 

■ Dog attack caused life changing injuries to victim 

■ Owner given suspended prison sentence and ordered to pay compensation 



The owner of a dangerous dog 
has been given an eight week 
suspended prison sentence 
after he was prosecuted by the 
Council following an attack 
which left the victim with life¬ 
changing injuries to their arm. 

The attack by the Japanese Akita 
dog took place on Saturday 16 July 


2016 on Roxwell Trading Park in 
Walthamstow (Argali Avenue, El 0 
7QY.) The owner of the dog, Mr 
Ogan Bache, was holding it on an 
extendable lead in a public place 
when it carried out the unprovoked 
attack on the victim as they 
were walking to work. Following 
prosecution and sentencing 


magistrates gave an order for the 
dog to be destroyed. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 
Environment, said: “This was an 
appalling attack and the injuries 
sustained by the victim could have 
been far worse. I am satisfied with 
the sentencing handed down by the 
courts in this case, which we feel 
reflects the severity of the attack. 
Dog owners have a responsibility to 
keep their pets under control when 
they are out in public, and we will 
seek to prosecute anyone who puts 
the wellbeing of residents in our 
borough at risk.” 

The attack caused life changing 
injuries to the victim’s arm, and they 
had to undergo multiple surgeries 
following the incident. The victim 
also required aftercare in a wound 
clinic. During enquiries made by 
officers following the incident 
other members of the public came 
forward to express concerns about 
the behaviour of this dog. 

Mr Bache, 49, of Canons Close, 
Bishops Stortford, pleaded guilty to 


an offence under section 3 of the 
Dangerous Dogs Act (amended) 

1991 (dangerously out of control 
in a public place), and sentencing 
took place at Thames Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday 17 March this year. 

Magistrates sentenced Mr Bache 
to an eight week prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months, and 
ordered him to pay £2,000 in 
compensation to the victim of the 
attack. Fie was also ordered to 
pay full prosecution costs of £850, 
and a £115 victim surcharge. The 
Magistrates also handed down a 
destruction order for the dog. 

Under the law any dog (of any 
breed or type) can be considered 
dangerous in any place if it is not 
kept under control.

St George’s 
Day celebration 

Council staff gathered together at Waltham 
Forest Town Hall (Forest Road, El 7 4JF) 
on Friday 21 April for a ceremony to raise 
the St George’s Flag. The ceremony took 
place to mark St George’s Day, which this 
year fell on a Sunday. Staff were joined 
by councillors and members of the senior 
management team as the flag was raised 
outside the town hall at a ceremony which 
began at 10am. The Mayor of Waltham 
Forest, Cllr Peter Herrington, made a 
short speech about the importance of 
recognising Saints’ Days. 


A previously unloved piece of 
land in Walthamstow has been 
given an exciting new lease of 
life as a ‘pocket park’, thanks to 
residents and councillors in the 
Chapel End ward. 

Brookscroft Road Park, located 
at the junction of Brookscroft 
Road and Northbank Road, now 
occupies a triangular space at the 
end of a row of houses that had 
been left empty for several years. 

The park came about after the 
ward’s three councillors were 
approached by residents who 
wanted to create a community 
facility that could be enjoyed by 
people of all ages. 

A budget of £40,000 was 
allocated for the project, which 
came from a £450,000 Council 
funding pot for play area and park 
improvements across the borough. 
Other parks and play areas to have 
benefitted from this funding include 
Higham Hill Park, Henry Reynolds 
Gardens, Lloyd Park, Memorial 
Park, Stoneydown Park, Leyton 
Sports Ground and Skeltons Lane 
Park. 

Brookscroft Road Park now 


boasts a stage area, which will 
be available for community use, 
and there’s also a central tower 
slide, climbing frame, climbing 
nets and monkey bars. The park 
was constructed by Adventure 
Playground Engineers (APES) using 
reclaimed materials. And, as you’d 
expect, safer surfacing has also 
been installed. A colourful mural 
was also painted on a house next to 
the park, thanks to El 7 community 
art collective, Wood Street Walls, 
and street artist Carl Cashman. 

Construction of the park was 
completed in February, but 
residents of all ages joined Chapel 
End Ward Councillors Cllr Paul 
Douglas and Cllr Louise Mitchell for 
an official opening event on Friday 
31 March. 

Youngsters gave the play 
equipment a thorough testing, while 
parents and older residents took 
the opportunity to get to know each 
other. 

Cllr Louise Mitchell, Ward 
Councillor for Chapel End, said: 

“We were delighted that so many 
people of all ages came along to 
the opening event. 


“It was a glorious, sunny day and 
everyone had a great time playing 
and talking to their neighbours. 

I’m pleased to say that the park 
has been busy every day since 
it opened, and we’ve had lots of 
positive feedback. It was great to 
deliver this project in partnership 
with the people who will use and 
enjoy it the most.” 

A consultation day was held 
on the site on Saturday 25 July 
2016 to ask residents what they 
would like to see included in a new 
community park. 

Three designs were then 
submitted to the Council by 
residents, and design consultation 
events were held on Saturday 3 
and Wednesday 7 October 2016 
at the Spruce Hill Baptist Church 
(155-157 Brookscroft Road, El 7 
4JP). Attendees were asked to vote 
for their favourite design, with local 
Architect Max Dewdney’s concept 
being named the winner. 

Max said: “My design concept 
was to create an urban living 
room, and make the park feel like 
an extension of your home. I also 
wanted it to be multi-generational 


and appeal to everyone, not just 
families with very young children. 

“People said that they wanted 
a green area that they could enjoy 
and get involved in maintaining, 
so we included several planters 
around the park. 

“I live nearby, and it works well 
because it’s a small park right in 
the middle of a residential area. 

You don’t have to make a special 
journey, you can just walk a few 
streets from home and there’s a 
wonderful facility for you to enjoy.” 

Families are now being asked 
to ‘adopt’ one of the park’s new 
flower planters. You will need to 
commit to maintain it for at least 
a year, which will include weeding 
and litter picking. You’ll be given full 
information on the plants and how 
to care for them. To apply, simply fill 
in the form on the Council website.

■ El 7 Puppet Project offers free shows and workshops 

■ You can enjoy the ‘Vikings and Valkyries’ production this June 


If you’re looking for low-cost 
ways to inspire your children’s 
imaginations and creativity, 
you’ll be pleased to hear that 
a local arts and educational 
charity offers free events for 
local children and their families. 

The El 7 Puppet Project began 
in 2009, when Walthamstow 
resident Alexandra Leiva and her 
neighbour began hosting puppetry 
performances and workshops. 

Alexandra told Waltham Forest 
News: “I was teaching Spanish in 
the City of London, and I didn’t find 
my work rewarding; it just wasn’t 
for me. 

“I took courses in lots of 
practical, artistic subjects through 
the Waltham Forest Adult Learning 
Service, as I wanted to improve my 
skills and find a career that I loved. 

“But, as things would turn out, 

I had just finished a horticulture 
course when I took my son to see a 
puppet show. He had such a great 
time, and I could see how excited 
and inspired all the other children 
were. I knew then and there that I 
wanted to work with children and 
puppets. So we decided to put 
together a shadow puppet show to 


test our idea.” 

The pair approached staff at 
Walthamstow Library (High Street, 
El 7 7JN) and arranged to perform 
some free shows for local children. 

Alexandra said: “In the end, more 
than 600 people came to those first 
four shows at Walthamstow Library. 
It was overwhelming how positive 
the response was and we were 
really pleased that so many people 
enjoyed the show.” 

Inspired by their success, 
Alexandra and her colleague Maria 
Gonzalez decided to apply for 
grant funding, regularly finding 
themselves staying up until the 
early hours to write successful 
funding bids. 

And the Waltham Forest Adult 
Learning Service proved to be a 
big help once again, with Alexandra 
taking a Photoshop course to 
learn to create backdrops for 
shadow puppet shows. She also 
took a beginners’ sewing class to 
make costumes and props for the 
puppeteers and, of course, the 
puppets themselves! 

The Adult Learning Service is 
Waltham Forest Council’s direct 
provider of adult education and 


work-based training. It engages 
local people in lifelong learning and 
promotes high quality learning and 
training opportunities for adults and 
young people across the borough. 

El 7 Puppet Project now 
boasts five members of staff, and 
preparations are well underway for 
a new ‘Vikings and Valkyries’ show 
in June. The show is funded by the 
Council and Arts Council England. 

Following the success of 
2015’s ‘Sigurd the Volsung’, El 7 
Puppet Project developed a new 
performance combining puppetry, 
live action and storytelling which 
continues to explore the ‘Saga of 
the Volsungs’. 

Based on classic Icelandic sagas, 
you’ll discover how the legendary 
Volsung warriors came to be, meet 
gods and heroes and experience 
the tales that inspired William 
Morris. The performance is suitable 
for young people aged six to 13. 

Two performances of Vikings and 
Valkyries will take place at The Mall 
(45 Selborne Road, El 7 7JR) on 
Saturday 3 June, at 2pm and 4pm. 

Then Sunday 4 June will see two 
special outdoor performances. The 
first will take place at the Sunken

1. The Council of the London Borough of 
Waltham Forest HEREBY GIVES NOTICE 
that on 12th April 2017 it made an 
Order to enable highway construction 

to be carried out in a safe and efficient 
manner, the general effect of which would 
be, only at such times and to such extent 
as regulatory signs are displayed to 
temporarily prohibit vehicles from entering 
or proceeding (except works vehicles) in 
certain roads. 

2. Whilst the works are being carried out, 
no person shall cause or permit any vehicle 
to enter or proceed “at any time” for any 
purpose in: 

(a) Hawksmouth E4 - all sections; 

(b) Blandford Crescent E4 - between its 
junction with Hawksmouth and the south¬ 
west wall of No. 1 Blandford Crescent 

3. Vehicular access to properties affected 
by these temporary measures will be 
maintained wherever possible, subject to 
the extent and operation of the closures. 

4. Whilst the prohibitions referred to 
in paragraph 2 above remain in force, 
advance warning signage and alternative 
routes for traffic shall be in place. 

5. The restrictions mentioned above 
would not apply in relation to any vehicle 
being used - 

(a) in connection with the said works; 

(b) for ambulance, fire brigade or police 
purposes in an emergency, if the works 
allow. 

6. The Order will come into operation on 
24th April 2017 and would be valid until 
31 st December 2017, or until the works 
are completed, whichever is the sooner. 
NOTE: *These works would not be carried 
out simultaneously in all sections of the 
roads or parts of roads mentioned above 
but in a sequence as directed by the 
Council. Leaflets would be distributed and 
signage placed in advance of any works 
in the above mentioned roads which 
would give more specific details on the 
exact dates of the prohibitions, effects of 
any temporary traffic management and 
diversion routes as necessary.

We 
have cared for seven children aged 
between five and 18 and currently have 
three children with us.

We considered fostering for a long time and once our birth children 
had grown up and had gone to University we had the space to do this. 
We both had a lot of experience of working with young people through 
parenting our own children and the youth department in our Church. 
Patrick was a Youth Leader, taking children out camping and organising 
running groups and sports day. I was and still am a Sunday School 
teacher. 

I have always lived in Waltham Forest and wanted to help on our own 
door step, there is so much need within our own community. A few of 
the children we have fostered have gone to schools that I attended as 
a young person and it’s been good to be able to go back to them for 
meetings. 

We found the process of becoming foster carers really good. Our 
dedicated Social Worker would visit us around once a week and we’d 
explore our own backgrounds and look at the realities and challenges 
that children in care would face. She also gave us homework, this really 
prepared us well. 

Fostering is rewarding because you are giving a child a chance at a new 
good beginning and even just a smile from them makes it all worthwhile. 
As young people grow they will see and appreciate what you have done 
for them. We have ongoing training in our role to ensure we are the best 
carers we can be and can deal with any issues that may come up. 

In our home we have one to one talks with our foster children and group 
talks. We aim to create a homely environment and bring normality to the 
lives of children who may not have had that before. 

Patrick shared; 

As a child in born in Jamaica I spent my first three years with my mum 
and dad, they then came to England and it was not until I was seven 
years old that I joined them. This experience helped me to understand 
how a child may feel when they are not living with their family. Valerie 
and I enjoy being foster carers and seeing young people making good 
progress. We are looking forward to our future with Waltham Forest.
